In the col- 
liery districts there is a general opinion that a 
national strike about the middle of September 
is inevitable. If the strike is declared, the 
public should be under no delusion as to the 
thoroughness of the stoppage. There is no 
better-dri and disciplined sation or 
one more solid than the Miners’ Federation of 
Great Britain. The public and the mimers alike 
therefore, would do well to consider the cost of 
a coal strike, which would almost certainly 
destroy the only really profitable part of the in- 


dustry at the presegt time—the export trade... 


Whatever may have been the past record of 
Downing street in industrial negotiations, there 
is at present not the slightest mdication to re- 
cede from the position taken up in dealing with 
the present claim of the miners. Govern- 
ment’s attitude is firm, and the only factor 
which might have any influence on the definite 
drift towards the disastrous strike is that of 
the position of other trade unions, whose mem- 
bers would quickly feel the effect of a stoppage 
at the pits. These unions may possibly seek to 
persuade the miners to hesitate before Jaunch- 
ing their attack on the country.

DEATH. 


JURY’S REMARKABLE VERDICT. 


At Mullabawn (Co. Armagh) yesterday after- 
noon Mr. J; F. Small, Coroner, resumed the in- 
uest into the circumstances connected with the 
h of Peter Charles McCreesh, Aughanduff, 
who was shot dead following an Aeridheacht in 
Cullyhanne on the evening of Sunday, June 6th. 
On the same occasion Sergeant Holland, who 
was in charge of two constables, was wounded 
in five places, and died in a few days. In 
a dying statement the sergeent stated that 
seven men passed in front of the police, called on 
them to put up their hands, and when the police 
refused to do so the men fired into the crowd. 
He had not drawn his pistol until he had been 
twice injured. Constable Rosedale, who was 
with the sergeant, was shot in the head, end 
is still in the Louth Infirmary. e other con- 
stable, Rafferty, is still under medical care. 

Dr. McBride gave evidence that Constable 
Rafferty’s condition would not permit of his 
attending. 

Evidence wag given by Patrick McCrtesh, bro- 
ther of the dead man, that they had been sitting 
on a wall _—— to where the police were. 
They heard shots, and his brother said, “It is 
time to be out of here.” They then saw Ser- 

eant Holland walk backwards down the street, 

ring from hie pistol es he went. His brother 
moved to get out of the way, and was shot in 
the back. He died in three minutes, 

In cross-examination by Mr. Johnston, solici- 
tor for the police, the witness said thet he 
heard several shots being fired, but he did not 
see any civilians fire. The only person he saw 
fire was the sergeant. He did not see an injured 
civilian lie on the roadway, nor did-he hear a 
crowd of men ordering the police to put up their 
hands. 


Can you account for the fact that there were 
seven shots in the sergeant? I do not know 
anything about that. 

Mr. Johnston said that he never saw a wit- 
ness who wriggled more, and Mr. Collins, solici- 
tor for the next-of-kin, objected to this remark, 
stating that the witness was telling all that he 


saw. 

Frank Murphy, who was with the deceased 
and his brother, corroborated, and added that 
the deceased was not armed... - 

In cross-examination he*denied that he was 
afraid to say that he had seen civilians fire at 
the police. 

In his address to the jury Mr. Johnston said 
that, without the slightest warning, a desperate 
attack had been made on the police by men 
whom he had no hesitation in describing as a 
gang of assassins. If the jury had the backbone 
of a slug they would condemn this attack on 
the police, the more diabolical because ií was 
made on an occasion when hundreds of innocent 
people might have been injured. 

The jury returned a verdict of death from 
shock, following hemorrhage, caused by a bullet 
fired from the revolver of Sergeant Holland, by 
Sergeant Holland. They tendered sympathy to 
the relatives, and added—*“‘ We condemn the 
sending of police to such gatherings as the 
Cullyhanna Aeridheacht, believing that their 
presence there. in the present stete of affairs, 
causes trouble.”
